Information Disclosure Statement 

The information disclosure statement filed 7/12/04 fails to comply with 37 
CFR 1 .97(c) because it lacks a statement as specified in 37 CFR 1 .97(e). It has been 
placed in the application file, but the information referred to therein has not been 
considered.

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) 
because they do not include the following reference sign(s) mentioned in the 
description: surface 18, aperture/measuring chamber 19, and surface 20. Corrected 
drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office 
action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the 
sheet, even if only one figure is being amended.

Claim Objections 

Claims 27-29 and 31 are objected to because of the following informalities: 
claims 27-29 depend from cancelled claims. Correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 
that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office 
action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the Invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), 
by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a 
patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the 
invention by the applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the 
treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an 
application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 26-31 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Whaley et.al. (6,119,688). 

Whaley in a medicament delivery device discloses: 

• a medicament reservoir (1 1 ); 

• an inhalation passage (16); and 
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• a metering member (30). provided with at least one dispensing cup (32), 
adapted to transfer a measured dose of medicament from tlie medicament 
reservoir to the inhalation passage; wherein the metering member (30) 
provides at least one measuring chamber for transferring medicament from 
the reservoir to the dispensing cup and the dispensing cup is provided with an 
air duct (at 23). 

With respect to claim 27, Whaley discloses that the device is provided with a 
moisture proof barrier (14, because the housing covers the device it inherently provides 
a moisture proof barrier). 

With respect to claims 28 and 31 , Whaley discloses wherein the metering 
member comprises a moisture resistant sleeve (33, because the sleeve provides a 
cover it inherently provides a moisture barrier and based on the kind of material used for 
manufacturing the device the materials are of a moisture resistant property; Col. 8, lines 
8-17). 

With respect to claim 30, Whaley discloses: 

• a medicament reservoir (1 1 ); 

• an inhalation passage (1 6) for the delivery of the medicament; and 

• a metering member (30), provided with at least one dispensing cup (32), 
adapted to transfer a measured dose of medicament from the medicament 
reservoir (11); 

• wherein the metering member provides at least one measuring chamber (in 
30) for transferring medicament from the reservoir (1 1 ) to said dispensing cup

(32) is provided with a duct (23) to allow air to be sucked through the 
metering member upon inhalation by a patient.
